Doyimerown, Pa,, April I§.-The ocoaslon of
the execution, to-day, of Albert Teufel Is the
enuxe of an unwonted excltement In this asanlly
qulet and monotonous borough, With the de-
portment of the prisoner, and the arrangements
for the execution up to the murnlog of yesters
day, the readers of THE EveNiNg TELEGRAPH
are already suMolently fmmiliar,

The Prisoner Yesterday

demeaned bimself ina manner corresponding
with his actions from the commencemont of
hin confilnement In this place, The element of
moral sensibllity seemed utterly wantlug in
him, bhis conversation leadling one to the beller
that human life was cousidered no more sacred
or consequentinl than any mere animal exist-
euce,

During the day he completed the additional
skeleh of his life on which he hus been engaged
for some days past, and baviog sealed It odre-
fully, ‘ndorsed it with the names of Sherifl'
Corcoran and Mr. Watson, one of his counsel
durlnr the recent trial, with the injunction
that it I8 not Lo he epened nat!l a week ulver the
execntion. It ig not probable that he hag made
& full eonfesslon of bils gullt tn this statement,
s be still persisted at tue time in assertiong bis
innocence,

During the day be recelved peveral visitors,
Among these were Father George, Kale Hunter,
and Chrlstian Teufel, The first was twiea In |
the cell alone with the doomed man, whom he
succeeded In engaging In somewhat serious
conyersation, On leaving, Futher George ex-
pressed the bellef Lhat he had made some lm-
pression, however slight It might be,

ALl o'clock Kate Hunter, Teufel's former
mistress, arrived, necompanled by g young gen-
tleman who was gotlen ul; in the most elibo-
rate and artlstic siyle, The lady herself, whe
can lay clalm to ordinarily good looks, but
not to posiiive benuty, was likewlses attired In
a fashionnble but tastelul manner, On arriving
@l the prison the Sherlff insisted on sceing
everyihing that she desired or intended Lo pre-
sent Lo the prlsoner; bul peing assured that
she bad no lntention of glviog him anything
whatever, she was admitted o the celiy. The
meeting between the two wWas cordial _and
friendly, but there were no apparent defon-
stratlons of affectlon of eriotlion of any king
on tie part of elther, In the afternoon she re-

. torned agnin to the eity, The moeting between

the fnther and son woas some what less painful
than on the last previons oceaslon, when the
luller aecagea the formoer of belng the gullly
party in the murder of Wlley,

When not busy with bils visitors Teafel passed
bistime in a charncteristic manner, but was
once aroused from his Indifference to his fate
by e nolse mmade by s mechunle, 1n ¢onnec-
tion with the seaffold, Xle then expressed an
earnedt desive Lo see the Instroment of death,
and was qulle ool of sorts beennse the privilege
was denled him,

The Prisoner's Btatoment Last Evinlag.

During the evening e agalu recelved nume-
r us visitors. A number of the representatives
of the press walled upon liim, and were racalved
in his peculiar munper. He appeared Lo be in
& tallcing mood, and at o repeated reguest, made
wlhint mfgm be sivied f siatement,” were it nol
the case that but lttle reliance, or none at all,
could be placed upon It. In many polots the
glory he then told eoincided with the one made
ihree weeks ago to the District Attorney, an
abstract of which was pubiished in Tng Eves-
ING TELEGRAPH of yesterday aflernoon, Hut
in some respecis Lthe Lwo stulaments were at
variance, He sgaln acknowledged w havin
been a reokless cunracler from early boyhood,
but clwlmed entire lonocence of the erime of
which he was convioted, He perslsted still in
sayiog that Ohristian Teufvl was not his futher,
For a few months he was at Wood's schonl,
on Twenty-third street, between Lombard
and Plne., He also atlended at one ltime n
Sundany School at Nipeteenth and Market
streets, Al lhe age of eleven, he went Lo boate
ing on the Lehigh and Delnware, Raritan, and
Morris Canals, remalning stead!'y at one em-
ployment but a short time, when he would go
off on & “beat,” He had been engaged In plenty
of rows and rotberies In Phlladeiphla, New
York, and elsewhere, the truth about which
would be made publie in due Lime, He “eould”
relate n few of these; ano, afler_some lttle por-
sussion, he “did'' relate o few, to this effect:—
In 1802 or 1808, while on fthe Marle Forsyth {on
the Mississippl, be drogeed tne (clerk and
robbed the office of #1506, At another time
be was engaged lndirectly fn the robbery o
one of the sates of the Adums Express Com-

ny. realizing therafrom about §15,000; but of
bis amount bewas forced to dmtmr $11,000,
which were in bonds, Three of the direct par-
ties In this affalr have arrested, buat
another Is still at large.

When engaged lo his thieving, Teule! sald he
generally opernted alooe, or he “"would have
peen shoved up long ngo.'"" He was nover seen
by the detectives in company with rogues, and
always went into business of some kind on
arviving st o new place, in order to avert sus-

folon, Two years ago he found himself in St,

oseph, Mo, in possession of §00,000, part of
which he had oblaipad inn buslness way, but
most of It from illegitimiale sOUross, fith
this he emparked, in compuny with one John
Green, in o speclal train for Pike's Pealk, and
lost (he whole of 11, as well a8 came near losing
s hiead,

W hen pressed upon the swhiectof the murder,
hesald that e thought the boy Rick must have
had something to do with #, but made no men-
tion of his father, He sald he was reluctant o
accuse any one, whoen he did not see the atfalr,
and therefore could not bgcartain, Headded that
whoever did commil the deed, displayed
great *weagness'” in stufling the mouth with
rogs and tightenlog & rope kbOuL the neck, after
the man's bralns had been bealen outl—a
thing which he surely would not have done If
he had been gulity of it, He persisted in suying
that be bad pever killed a man, slthough he
confessed that he had once neld a person by
the name of Wagner under the waler ¥o long
that he slmost Lﬁcd. This man was partioa-
larly cbnoxious to him, DV reason of belong
wmean and dirty,” Referring lo the army, he
stated that e was In and out of It all the time
wuring the war, deserting and enlisting agaln,

He Takes a Dose of Strychnine.

Teufel Takes Leave of His Father.

DoyLesTowx, Pa,, April 1§,—About halfsonst
10 last evenlog, the priests left the oell of the
priconer, but his father aond opcle remained
uniil 2in the morning. Teufel received his
futher In quite a friendly munner, kissing him
uffectionately at parting, vatwhen the old man
turned Lo bhim agaln to take another leave, he
pushied him away with an exclamation of dis-
galisfuction, Aboul thres o'clook the prisonep
went to sleep—a wialch belog kKept at the cell

door,
Teufel Attempts Sulclde.

ALb o'clock Tenfel awnkened In violent con-
vuolslons, His whole frame quiverad and shoolk
In the most frightful munner, one man belng
unable o keep him quiet, These fearful con.
vulslons continued tor several hours, althoagh
the phliyslclans succeeded aboul 7 o'clock In
affordiog him some rellef. Previous to this,
however, his body at one time grew rigid,
bhis fuce belng discolored his mouth
wide open, and his eyes rolled back. At
this time bis pulse was quice low, and Uy many
of the attendants It was supposed that he was
slready dead, The emeties adminlstered by
tbhe physiciuns (hen began to have some effect
and 1orsome time Teufel vomitea freely and
violently All the syrmfptoms went to show
that he nd taken adose of siryehnine, whleh
he must have cotalned from some of the

friends who vislied him lust evening,
The rellefl was only twemporary, [His
consclousness  was  restored. bul It was

8Ll necessary for one man to hold his knees In
Ince, while another kept one haud heavily on
Is chiest, Every now aud then thio frame of the
wretehed man would agein quiver, und he
would complain bitterly of the inattention of
the physiclans, whom he accused of experi-
menting upon him, He also fnve frequent
utterance to an onth, and allogether prasanted,
nd he lay stretebed upbo bis coneh, a shoeking
andalmost slokening rpectacla. Ahoutl o'elooik
he had become go mueh easler that he wis avle
to smoke, when he ealled ab onee lor neigar,
LATER.

Address of Govermor Jemkins to the

Wasmiwaron Crry, D. O, April 10,—To the
People ol Georgln:—During the late civil war
you were distipetly Informed, by legislative
renolven and by Execmiive proolamations,
cannting from the Uulted Stutes Goveros
moent, that 1t wus waged agninst you not vins
dictively, not for the purpose of conguest, but
solely tor the maintennnos of the Union, The
theory announced was that, by her ordinnneo
of Becestlon, Georglin had not placod herself,
pireould in any way place hersell, without 'y
pale, but thet, nt whate,er cost of blood and
trensure, the resistunce of her people to the
nuthority of the United States must be sup-
pressed,

With these Jdeas In your minda (actuated b
whiit consdderations It mntlers not), In April,
1866, you, in good fulth, cousdd'Lhnt resislinneo,
luid down your arms, and made fall subois-
slon, From these promises it s undenlialie
thut you bind & rieht to expeot, as 1t 18 noto«
tlously true you dld exps oL, specdy restoration
to the position In the Unlon froms which youo
hod ewayed Lo withdraw—your sialus un-
chunged, save o the abolitton of sluvery, o
which, wilth amuging equanhmlily, you
aseenlod, by word and by aol,

Torlis work of restoration the President of
the United Stntes, In the recess of Congross,
fultt ful to 1he theory promulgated as abovo
stated, addressed bimself, with much of clrenms
Stoubinl dewil and elabornte mechiluery, bat o
s rpllt of unatfected kindness,

The Governo then glves a history of the at-
tem) b to reconstruct under My, Johnson's nu-
aulhorized policy, and of theuactlon of Congress
BOYE—

Aler having tréented Georgin ns a State, so far
as colneidea whh thelr convenlence or thelr
interest—afier having tolerated her Governs
ment reconstruneted under Federal Exaoullve
auspices, during a period of elgbleen monihs,
the Thirty-ninth Congress, just at Its close,
enacted a lnw providiog lor the reconstruetion
of your State Government, In accordance with
their will and pleasure, irrespective of yout
own; and, ad inferim, for your military govero-
mentk The Fortleth Uongress, taklug up the
rofe, Immedintey upon the explration of is
pradecessor, nas enncled A mw supplementary
to she jormer, pinging Lthe whole machinery

reconstruetion In the hands of  the
Milltary Governor previously provided for,
Construln the Lwir nols logoelher,
that officlal Is olothed with dictato-

rinl powers over you, and sustalned by as many
busonets as moy be necessary to the end o
view, They prescribe, ud ludispensable provi-
slons In your contemplated Constitution, seve.
rul wrioles which the enaeling powaer well
Kuows you disapprove, snd some of which, ns
npplicable to themselves, other States now io
full frultion of the Unlon disapprove and have
recently rejected, Lastly, Lhese cpactments for
the purposcs of this forced reconstruction ex.
lend the elecllve Iranchise to a large class of
persons on whom you huve never bestowed it,
and to whom you, as well other States uow rep-
resenied In Congress, by Lthe rejectlon of the
lust proposed Constitutional amendment, have
relused o extend I4,

These nets of Congress have been veloed by
the President, but bave been passed over his
velo by two-thirds of each braben of the Cone
gress, I shull not swell this address by a
thorough analysis of these nols, They are fear-
fully fumilinrto you, Buatl heésitate not Lo say
to you, that they are palpably unconstitutionnl
and grievously oppressive, Suach, fellow-cltl-
zeng, 18 your present condition, and the officlal
relation 1 benr to you demands that I speak to
you of it The all-absorbing question 18, woal
shall Georgin do?

Tue publle wirousslons seem Lo recognize
only twoalternatives:—1, Prompt acqulescenoe
in the already)ejected prop: sal for amend
went of the Federal Coustitution, ana In all
the requirements of the two sots of Congress
before mentioved, together withh the Ineorpoa-
tion of them all, by our own nctd, into our own
constitution and laws, 2, A firin but tem perate

ment, until, in the efflux of time, and on the
subsidence of Lhe pusslons generated by elvll
wiar, better covnsels shall prevall at the Fede-
